Declares Playground

Report 



GLASS AND RAIN ANNOY 



In spite of inroads made upon 
the activities of the Narberth com- 
munity playground by summer 
distractions and in spite of the 
unfavorable condition of the 
grounds, the average daily at- 
tendance at the community play- 
ground has been encouraging. So 
states Director Karl E. Oerlein 
in a report which he has sub- 
mitted to the school board. 

The average daily attendance at 
the playground which ends its ac- 
tivities for the season next week, 
has been 115. There are 275 
names on the rolls, Mr. Oerlein 
declares in his report, but attend- 
ance has been irregular and mis- 
cellaneous because of camping 
trips taken by the Boy Scouts, 
summer school and the weather. 

A feature of annoyance to the 
playground conductors was the 
condition of the field. The ground, 
Mr. Oerlein declares, was full of 
broken glass and rain, when it 
fell, was slow in drying from the 
field. " 

The playground is now being 
remodeled, and the director is 
looking forward to a model and 
much improved field next year. 

That the playground appealed 
to all ages is attested by the fact 
that youngsters from two years 
of age to twenty were among 
those on the rolls at the play- 
ground. 

Said Director Oerlein in his re- 
port: 

With the close of the fifth week, 
on July 25, the playground is now 
in full swing. Several improve- 
ments, with respect to equipment 
and arrangement, have been made 
over that of last year. Rubber 
quoits, hurl ball and track and field 
necessities have been provided. 
Permanent volley ball posts have 
been erected for basketball. A 
jump pit, capable of being used for 
pole vault, high jump and broad 
jump with a much better running 
approach has been built at the up- 
per end of the field. 

All play courts as tennis, volley 
ball and basketball have been ar- 
ranged so as not to interfere with 
the outfielders playing on the large 
baseball diamond. The only serious 
trouble- of the field itself has been 
the large amount of broken glass 
scattered all around the grass and 
the slow drying of the field after a 
rain, due to poor drainage. 

Due to the fact that the attend- 
ance is very irregular and miscel- 
aneous rigid daily programs of 
activities are not advisable. In the 
morning, such games as volley ball, 
basketball with variation, and tennis 
are largely played, with occasional 
track and field work. In the after- 
noon a well organized baseball game 
is played. Friday afternoon is as- 
signed to track and field work with 
boys competing in pentathlon and 
decathlon, and girls competing in 
single events. 

Smaller children are under Miss 
Evers' care and they find enjoyment 
at various appropriate ring games, 
ball games and quoits. The Junior 
High and High School girls play 
soccer as well as volley ball. 

The attendance has been kept as 
accurate as is possible under the 
circumstances. Two hundred and 
seventy-five names are now on our

These meetings 
will be held in several places in the 
township, early in September, prior 
to the primary election. 

The league is also working to 
bring out a large vote at this elec- 
tion, and local organizations will 
be asked for their co-operation. 

On October 29 the Montgomery 
County League will hold its annual 
convention at Norristown. 



According to well-defined rum- 
ors emanating from sources near 
to him, James A. Stretch, Com- 
missioner from the General 
Wayne district and one of the 
many candidates for the $20,000 
Lower Merion township plum, is 
planning to withdraw from the 
race in favor of Peter C. Hess, the 
harmony candidate of the Lower 
Merion organization. His an- 
nouncement, reports said, would 
be made some time this week. 

Commissioner Stretch, how- 
ever, declined to verify the report 
when called yesterday. 

"I have no definite announce- 
ment to make now/' he said. 
Further than that he refused to 
be quoted. 

Candidate Hess, to whom the 
rumors declare Stretch would 
throw his support, also refused to 
affirm the report. "It's news to 
me," was his comment. 

In spite of the fact that he 
would not comment on the situa- 
tion, it is known that Commis- 
sioner Stretch discussed the pos- 
sibility of his withdrawing from 
the race in a conference with 
political lieutenants and friends 
held this week. Whether a deci- 
sion was made to do so is yet to 
be seen. 

Withdrawal rumors were rife 
during the week. They were the 
rage rather than the exception. 
Statement was made that Treas- 
urer Joseph J. Skelton, Jr., of 
liala, who is seeking re-election, 
was also planning to get out of 
the fight. These were denied by 
Skelton in an interview Thursday. 
"I'm still in the race," he declared. 

The withdrawal rumors began 
to make their appearance espe- 



cially after a meeting of the Re- 
publican Association of Lower 
Merion which was held Monday 
night at the General Wayne Inn, 
near Narberth. This organization 
ivhich is made up of Republican 
committeemen and other stal- 
warts of the township organiza- 
tion and which is headed by Wil- 
liam A. L. Barker, president of 
the Lower Merion Commission, 
let it be known that "the organiza- 
tion will stand for no fight on the 
treasurership." Harmony and ab- 
solute harmony it was intimated 
was expected from all officehold- 
ers and Republicans who wished 
to continue to. play with the 
township organization. As a re- 
sult of this dictum all organized 
factions of the party in the town- 
ship were represented at the 
Monday meeting. 

Last week backers of Commis- 
sioner Hess announced that they 
would attempt to capture the as- 
sociation at its meeting and secure 
an endorsement of their candidate. 
Hess appeared at the meeting and 
spoke, but no endorsement was 
given nor was an attempt made to 
get one. 

The explanation given for this 
was that the stalwarts thought it 
would be better politics to wait 
until the aspirants for the treas- 
urership had filed their petitions 
for the office and been given a 
chance to withdraw. Then, it was 
declared, the association could see 
just whq was in the fight and 
could give an endorsement that 
would carry greater weight and 
eive less offense. It was argued 
that if any of the candidates could 
be persuaded to withdraw of their 
own volition they would resent at

Many Narbites now feel certain 
that Connie's Clouting Clan, other- 
wise known as the Athletics, will 
win the pennant in the American 
League baseball race this year, but 
they have nothing on Quincy Lee 
Yowell. 

Quincy Lee, who is better known 
to the followers of Narberth's Main 
Line League baseball nine as Eppa, 
knew it long ago. Eppa, who is ex- 
ceedingly . diminutive for his age, is 
one of Manager Bill Crowell's most 
dependable fence busters, and when 
he cast his experienced eye over the 
American League contestants one 
day early in the spring, after a work- 
out in the outfield, he decided "our 
Ath-a-letics" were going to win.

Ardmore Electrician Developed Light 
for Shelter Box. 

The majority of the lights which 
control traffic on Lancaster avenue, 
in Ardmore and Bryn Mawr, are 
being made by John A. Miller, of 
Narberth, but the design for the 
lights and the method of control 
was developed by C. H. Vaughn, 
Ardmore electrician. 

"The first light was a two-colored 
unit made from plans I prepared," 
said Mr. Vaughn in outlining the- 
development of the traffic lights 
along the Lincoln Highway. 

"The first light was intended for 
the top of the officers' shelter box 
that stood in the middle of the pike. 

"The scheme was submitted to 
Chief James I. Donaghy, of the 
Lower Merion police, who approved 
it and gave orders for the sample 
light to be installerL This was done 
but on account of the State High- 
way's Department ruling prohibiting 
shelter boxes in the middle of the 
pike, the signal was suspended on 
a guy wire controlled from the side- 
walk. 

"When the lights were extended, 
a more complete system was de- 
signed for the lights erected in Bryn 
Mawr. A warning or amber signal 
was added. This system was also 
controlled from the sidewalk until 
the time switch or automatic con- 
trol was adopted. 

"The first lantern was made in 
Philadelphia from plans I prepared. 
It was used as a pattern for the 
other units. 

"The original plans called for a 
better ventilated and weather-proof 
unit, but it was found that this in- 
creased the cost of production. The 
use of a focusing device, which 
would have added greater efficiency 
to daylight control, was also plan- 
ned but not adopted." 

Before going to Ardmore Mr. 
Vaughn was in the electrical signal 
laboratory of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. Experiences gained there he 
used in developing the traffic con- 
trol. Credit is given him and Chief 
Donaghy for the traffic light sys- 
tem' which is now being adopted by 
other townships.

Registration in Narberth Schools on 
September 1, 2 and 3. 

The borough schools will reopen 
on September 8. Children who are 
to enter school for the first time 
should be vaccinated early enough 
to ensure presentation of the vac- 
cination certificate at the time of en- 
trance. First grade pupils should 
enter school on the opening day, if 
possible, as delayed entrance often 
causes serious retardation. 

The school office will be open on 
September 1, 2 and 3 from 9 to 12 
o'clock for registration of first 
grade pupils and all others who 
have not heretofore attended the 
Narberth schools. Pupils should 
bring vaccination certificates when 
they register. 

Pupils now resident in Narberth, 
not graduates of Narberth Junior 
High School, but who intend to 
enter Lower Merion Senior High 
School in September, should present 
their certificates of promotion and, 
records of work at the Narberth' 
School Office, not later than Sep- 
tember 3. The school office will be 
open for registration on September 
1, 2 and 3 from 9 to 12 o'clock.

Crime in County Declines, Figures 

in Norristown Clerk's Office Show 



Only Half as Many Cases Listed This Year for Court and Jury as 
There Were Last Year 



Crime has fallen off 100 per 
cent, in Montgomery county. 

Records in the office of the 
Clerk of Courts, at Norristown, 
are offered to substantiate this 
statement. 

A year ago there had been 62 
criminal transcripts returned to 
Court by justices of the peace and 
burgesses of the county. 

Today the number of tran- 
scripts, that have been returned is 
34. 

However, according to Clerk 
Johnson, judging by past exper- 
ience and records, there will be an 
abundance of work for the jurors, 
judges and lawyers and Court 



officials generally at the Septem- 
ber term of Court. This term is 
always the heaviest of the year, 
due to the fact that three months 
intervenes after the June session. 

Criminal Court will open on 
September 14, when Clerk John- 
son expects there will be at least 
100 more cases for consideration 
than exists at the present time. 

Notwithstanding the request of 
President Judge Miller, made at 
the June sessions of Court, con- 
cerning the duty of justices of the 
peace to make prompt return of 
transcripts, there is a laxity on the 
part of those who should return 
transcripts. 



WILLOWS HOLD UP 
PAVING OF STREET 

Borough Wants Them Felled, 

as They Block Conway 

Avenue Sewers 

GRANT Y. M. C. A. PETITION 

Several important matters came 
up for consideration at the regular 
meeting of the Narberth Borough 
Council last Monday evening. 
President W. R. D. Hall and 
Councilmen Henderson and Daniel 
Leitch were absent. The quorum 
which was present chose Council- 
man Walton M. Wentz to serve as 
temporary president. 

Robert J. Edgar reported for the 
Shade Tree Commission in refer- 
ence to the willow trees on Conway 
avenue. He said that practically 
all of these trees are on private 
property and that the commission 
recommended the removal of all of 
them. If they were on public prop- 
erty, the commission would order 
their removal. He said that if the 
willows were removed, plane trees 
which are also planted there, would 
soon spread out and fill this space. 
In connection with the discussion 
of these willow trees Mr. Wentz ex- 
plained that their roots grow into 
and block up the Conway avenue 
sewers and that it is going to be 
necessary to clean out the sewer and 
lay new pipe on Conway avenue be- 
fore permanent paving can be in- 
stalled on that street. It has been 
ascertained that it would cost $4700 
to lay iron sewer pipe along that 
street. The willow roots cannot 
pentrate iron pipe. It would also 
cost $2100 to provide the house con- 
nections in iron pipe. In his opinion, 
it would be very unwise to go ahead 
and pave Conway avenue unless 
those trees were removed. 

Burgess Carl B. Metzger, who 
was present, suggested that in view 
of the large and frequent expense 
which these trees caused both the 
borough and the property owners, it 
would be desirable for the residents 
on Conway avenue to meet the 
Highway Committee in council 
chamber next Monday evening and 
see if a plan of relief could be 
worked out. "We shouldn't lay a 
foot of pavement on Conway ave- 
nue until these trees are removed," 
said the Burgess. It was decided 
that notices inviting the Conway 
avenue residents to meet the High- 
way Committee next Monday eve- 
ning should be sent out. 

Mr. Edgar also reported that the 
Shade Tree Commission had made 
arrangements to trim all of the trees 
within 10 feet of the curb lines to a 
height of 14 feet over the street and 
11 feet over the sidewalk. This 
work will be done within the next 
month. He asked that a borough 
truck be assigned to cart away the 
branches and the Street Commis- 
sioner was instructed to provide a 
truck for that purpose. 

T. Noel Butler presented a peti- 
tion from the Y. M. C. A. trustees 
requesting permission to use the 
northeast corner of the playground 
as a site for the proposed Com- 
munity building. A written state- 
ment and blue-print plans accom- 
panied the petition. The statement 
indicated that the building is to be 
under the joint supervision of the 
borough, the recreation board and 
the Y. M. C. A. trustees ; that it is 
to be paid for entirely by the Y. M. 
C. A. trustees; that the ownership 
is to revert to the borough when the 
building is completed; that it is to 
be maintained by the borough and 
the school board ; that supervision 
of the building shall be under the 
supervision of the recreation board 
with the provision that the central 
section shall be given to the use of 
the Narberth Community Library 
Association indefinitely or as long 
as that association shall continue to 
provide library service to the com- 
munity; and that the west section 
shall be given to the Narberth Girl 
Scouts with similar restrictions. 

The burgess asked Mr. Butler if 
the building provided anything for 
the ball players and Mr. Butler as- 
sured him that adequate locker ar- 
rangements would be available. In 
reply to another question, Mr. But- 
ler said that it was the plan of the 
trustees to start work just as soon 
as they had received the assurance 
of council arid the recreation board 
that it was all right and that the

less than if forced out of the field 
by an open endorsement of a rival. 
Petitions must be filed by Tues- 
day, August 18. Three days are 
then allowed for any candidate to 
withdraw. After this period of 
grace has elapsed, in fact, on 
Monday, August 24, the Repub- 
lican Association will hold another 
meeting at the General Wayne 
and at that time it will make an 
open endorsement. 

Backers of Pete Hess claim 
that that endorsement will be 
given to him and their arguments 
seem unrefutable. Every one of 
the Republican committeemen 
from the various districts of the 
township have announced their 
support of Hess with the excep- 
tion of Stretch, of General Wayne, 
and Skelton, of Cynwyd, who are 
candidates, and George Gane, of 
Bryn Mawr. and Horace W. 
Smedley, of Ardmore. 

The attitude on the race of 
Gane, a former township treas- 
urer, is still unknown, but Smed- 
ley, a former county controller, is 
said to be leaning toward Hess. 
He is now away and when he re- 
turns he is expected to confer 
v ith the various factions involved 
,in the fight and then make his 
announcement. 

Hess boosters are confident 
of both his nomination and his 
election as treasurer. "There is 
still a little argument in the three 
Ardmore districts," said Colonel 
Erskine Bains, chairman of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Republican Com- 
mittee which is working hard for 
Hess, "but the upper end of the 
township is solid for Commis- 
sioner Hess and Merion has also 
declared for him." 

In the meantime during the 
week another candidate threw his 
hat into the ring. He is Isaac 
Boyd, of the West Ardmore dis- 
trict, who declares that he has 600 
iriends throughout the township 
■who have already promised to 
A'ote and work for him. 
' Mr. Boyd's entrance made five 
in all in the ring for the treasurer- 
ship. In addition to Hess, 
Stretch and Skelton, Harry H. 
Francis, of South Ardmore, is also 
in the field. He announced last 
week that he was a candidate to 
the finish and organization leaders 
expect him to stay in the fight as 
he has promised. 

At the meeting of the Republi- 
can Association Monday which 
was presided over by W. A. L. 
Barker, the attention of the fifty 
odd members who attended was 
directed to the minor offices to be 
filled at the coming election. The 
politicians were asked to see that 
petitions were circulated for 
school directors, judges of elec- 
tions, registry assessors and in- 
spectors.

Asked for his opinion on the mat- 
ter, Senator Fletcher W. Stites, the 
borough solicitor, said that it is legal 
for the borough to accept buildings 
on a playground, if they are in- 
tended for public uses, if they are 
paid for in full and if the borough 
is protected against any liens on the 
building. There was a little dis- 
cussion of the cost of maintenance 
and how it would be shared between 
the borough and the school board. 
Mr. A. Perry Redifer said that the 
school board would extend the du- 
ties of its janitors to take care of 
the Community building. The bur- 
gess remarked that the maintenance 
must be paid out of public money 
and that whether it came from the 
school board or the borough did not 
make much difference because it 
was all coming out of the pockets of 
the same taxpayers. "If the school 
board doesn't 'take care of it, the 
borough must," said he. Mr. Butler 
added the information at this point 
that the Y. M. C. A. trustees have 
already paid out $S500 to grade the 
playground. Later in the meeting a 
resolution was passed granting the 
petition of the Y. M. C. A. trustees 
to use part of the playground for 
their building. 

An opinion was read from the 
solicitor indicating that whereas the 
north end of Homewood avenue 
was included in an ordinance which 
was passed in 1896, the total failure 
to lay it out as a street during the 
ensuing 21 years outlawed the 
effectiveness of the ordinance. The 
title to this land now resides with 
Robert J. Nash, who has paid taxes 
on it. The borough cannot claim 
the right to lay this out as a street 
without condemnation proceedings 
and reimbursement to Mr. Nash. 
Mr. Stites said that this was the 
first time in his 20 years' experience 
in Narberth that a property owner 
had objected to laying out a street 
development through his property, 
but that Mr. Nash's objection was 
entirely legal. William S. Thomp- 
son and John R. Hall were present 
to represent Homewood avenue 
residents. After the solicitor's 
opinion had been read, they indi- 
cated that it would be the intention 
of their neighborhood to petition 
council immediately to extend 
Homewood avenue to Wynnedale 
avenue by condemnation proceed- 
ings.

WILL HASTEN WIDENING 

OF LINCOLN HIGHWAY 

Workmen Busy Near Bryn Mawr 
and Wayne — Detours Up. 
The Lincoln Highway, other- 
wise known as Lancaster avenue, 
from City Line to Devon, is un- 
dergoing repairs and widening. 

From a point midway between 
Bryn Mawr and Wayne to Devon 
the heavily traveled pike is cut up 
by detour signs. Steam shovels, 
trucks, telephone linemen and 
their rigging outfits fill the way. 

Twenty feet of the old asphalt 
pavement is to be left in the cen- 
tre, but on each side of the road- 
way io feet of concrete is to be 
laid. This will widen Lancaster 
avenue to 40 feet between City 
Line and Devon. 

"There is too much traffic over 
the road between Philadelphia 
and Main Line towns for a road- 
bed only 20 feet wide," said S. C. 
Funk, in charge of construction, 
State Highway Department "The 
places to be widened in addition 
to that from Philadelphia to 
Wayne, are a stretch east of Dev- 
on to Wayne, and three and one- 
half miles just east of Downing- 
town. 

"Contracts for the piece from 
City Line westward and that be- 
yond Wayne are let. Work is 
under way. The first named con- 
tract went for $411,000 and the 
other for $145,000." 

In addition to the road im- 
provement, two underpasses be- 
neath the Pennsylvania Railroad 
tracks, at Devon and beyond are 
to be changed, eliminating the "S" 
curves now existing. The road 
will be run under the tracks but 
in such a way that the drive will 
be straight ahead. 

B. C. Stackpole is in charge of 
the work. He has a branch high- 
way department office at Sixty- 
ninth and Market streets. 

Meantime a large amount of 
pavement already has been torn 
up between the detour signs 
along the pike. At Wayne, work- 
ing east from Pembroke avenue, 
construction gangs have torn out 
the pavement to a depth of two 
feet or more. Water pipes and 
sewers are being relaid. The 
Counties Gas and Electric Co. 
trucks are moving telephone poles 
next to the sidewalks and fences. 
This is necessary to make way 
for the new paving. 

Considerable brush and trees 
must be cut down in some of the 
pretty stretches, particularly be- 
yond Villanova. This work, too, 
is under way. 

First indication of the changes 
being wrought on the route to 
Pittsburgh and points west comes 
where the Sproul Highway inter- 
sects in West Bryn Mawr. The 
detour is on the south side of the 
highway, going over the Sproul 
road part of the distance. Excel- 
lent roadways have been selected 
for the detours, and little delay is 
caused to traffic. 

"The changes will be welcomed* 
by motorists who use the high- 
way. At present the 'washboard' 
condition of the paving' in some 
places is enough to discourage the 
most cautious driver. Add to this 
fact that the Lincoln Highway 
has become a truck drivers' 'Ap- 
pian Way,' making progress for 
other machines almost impossible, 
and what the addition of- 20 feet - 
of hard surface will do can be ap- 
preciated," said Mr. Funk.
